Berlin 
is much handier. It's closer! to 
home: At this moment neither 
President Kennedy nor Adenauer 
seems to know what Khrushchev 
may do now. 


What Adenauer wants basically,

Cooper Next 
Astronaut 
to Orbit

CAPE CANAVERAL,, Fla.,, (AP) 


—Astronaut Lcroy Gordon Cooper 
Jr., a dedicated flier who handled 
the controls of a plane at the age 
of 6, will be the pilot for the next
